"His Highness" 


As we approach the great wedding which is to take 
the mind of man off all his troubles and wars and con­ 
fusions. the subject naturally becomes increasingly in­ 
teresting although 1 doubt whether it is really important. 


,At any rate. Grace Kelly of Philadelphia and Rainier 
Grimaldi of Monaco have established that subsequent to 
their marriage the aforesaid Grace will no longer play 


in movies which must be very upsetting to those who 
had planned to make money out of her. However, they 
ran console themselves by projecting old film in which 
she appears or they can produce a documentary of the 
wedding which ought to be interesting, like the coro­ 


nation of Queen Elizabeth which was quite a show. 
1 note that when Grace Kelly refers to her betrothed 
she calls him. “ His Highness,” which is not character­ 
istic of Americans who do not go in for titles. I thought 
that Grimaldi was “ His Serene Highness” which is quite 
fancy, although it seemed to me to be something like 
the “ Honorable” which congressmen and such put in 
front of their names to designate them as persons apart. 
Even 1 receive letters occasionally addressed to the 
“ Honorable” whereas for my postman. Mister, even 
abbreviated into Mr., would seem 
to fulfill 
required 
courtesies. 


When Americans grow fanciful, they sometimes 
go to excesses, like speaking of the prospective 
groom as “ His Highness,” which is just a crude way 


of saying, “ Look what a fish I caughtt” 


During my recent and for that matter still current 
illness. I have been reading areas of our newspapers 
which 1 used to skip over as not es.senlial to my life. 
Those areas are the long columns telling of the doings 
of all sorts of people unknown to me. It would .seem 
that most of the items deal with marriage, divorce, 
adultry and seduction and that marriage is regarded as 
the more incidental occurrence. In fact, some of these 
writers are able to predict divorces before the parties 
at issue know about them, this phenomenon being scien- 
tificially proved by denials by the parties at is.suc 
It would also .seem that the current fashion for break­ 
ing up a marriage is for the husband and wife to lunch 
together at some such public place as Sardi's restaurant, 
where they smile and hold hands and are duly photo­ 
graphed. Then the “ estranged” persons go get their 
divorce. It appears that a divorce is accompanied by 
some kind of courtship. Also I note from these reports 
that it is customary foT these “ estranged” persons to be 
seen together demonstrably aftectionate. m various eat­ 
ing houses, holding hands under the table or dancing 
check to jowl. Nevertheless, they get a divorce on the 
grounds of mental cruelty. 


These new social customs are nearly as mad as 
our current politics but unless you read these reports, 
you would not know about them because most human 
brines still do not encounter sueh occurrences in 
their own lives nr among their friends. .No matter 
what the statisticians show, most folks when they 
get married, stay that way, for better or for worse, 
and who can really tell which is which? Also, if 
there is a bust-up, it is generally the real thing with 
much anger and shouting 
and 
all 
the neighbors 
wondering what got into them. So these items are 
of interest because they are unu.sual and deal gener­ 
ally with celebrities who are people that can afford 
to hire a press agent to ke#p their names before 
the public. 


.Sometimes as 1 read these peculiar items, 1 thought 
that maybe these poor souls were .still very much in 


Speaker, why did the grand im­ 
perial city, a-setlin’ in her glory 
upon her seven hills, collapse into

The answer provided by the ora­ 
tor is both unprintable and incor­ 
rect. But his questions are not out 
of place at the moment, because a 
part of the real answer has a 
pretty direct bearing on the debate 
on the Farm Bill that dragged its 
weary way along in the Senate in 
recent days.

away. They made way for vast, 
consolidated, 
.slave-operated, 
ah- 
.sentee-capitallst holdings that were 
the equivalent in those days of 
what we now call “ indu.strialized 
farm.s.” 


Beginning of Ending 


This same social change, when­ 
ever it has come over any great 
nation of the past, has invariably 
marked a beginning of an ending. 
AH around might be the evidences 
of the most hectic prosperity, ex­ 
cept on the little farms. But when 
the little farms went, it was as 
though the nation’s healthy root.s in 
native soil were .stricken and with­ 
ered; and in the end the nation 
was stricken too. 
The warnings of history need to 
he remembered, at the moment, 
for the rather simple reason that 
there would he no really grave 
American farm problem if it were 
not for the plight of the family-siz­ 
ed farm?. Not all the big farms are 
prosperous, of course. But almost 
all of them can take care of thcm- 


«elves, and a great many of them 
are still enormously prosperous, 
like the industrialized rice-growers 
recently described in this space, or 
the rather numerous industrialized 
cotton-growers who can profitably 
produce cotton at eight to nine 
cents a bale, but are now .selling 
their cotton for 31 cents. 
The people who are not prosper­ 
ous are the folk on the family-siz­ 
ed farms. They are so unprosper- 
ous. in fact, that this nation is vir­ 
tually beginning to be divided into 
two nations. A single statistic tells 
the story. Per capita farm income 
has now declined to the level of 
$860 a year, whereas the per capita 
income of Americans off the farm 
now stands at the level of $1,922. 
Farm folk are much les.s than 


half as well 
America. 
off as other folk in 


Only One Result 


If this condition persists for very 
long. It can produce only one re­ 
sult. AH the ambitious, able-bodied 
members of farm families will do 
what the Roman farmers did. They 
will give up the life they have been 
trained to. They will pull up stakes. 
They will go to seek better oppor­ 
tunities elsewhere. 
' There are plenty of signs already 
that just this is beginning to hap­ 
pen. .More and more very large

try out dummy’s jack. East cov- 
ered, and South won. Four rounds 
drew East's trumps, dummy dis­ 
carding a diamond and a spade, 
and South then tried to establish 
the clubs, but West had two stop- 
pers, and the situation became 
quite hopeless. (Even if South had 
passed his first club lead into 
East s hand, keeping a club for 
communication, 
East 
certainly 
would have retaliated by taking 
out dummy's spade ace and South 
would have been nrthe^ame un­ 
tenable position.) 
Declarer should have foreseen 
that it might be necessary (or. at 
least, highly advisable) to duck 
one round of clubs so as to in- 
sure the establishment of the suit, 
and, that being so, his sacrifice 
of the spade jack at the first trick 
was extremely unwise. The cor­ 
rect technique was to play the 
spade four from dummy and win 
with the king, t he n to draw 
t r u m p s 
(discarding diamonds 
from dummy) and pass a club 
into East's hand. With the A-J 
of spades remaining in dummy, 
East could not profitably return 
that suit, and so would have to 
lead a diamond. Declarer would 
win this with the ace, discarding 
dummy's spade jack, lead his re­ 
maining club to the king. cash the 
club ace and ruff a club, thus 
establishing the suit with the 
spade ace for sure entry.
